Fattening of Hogs Without Concen- 
trates of High Price 


At the present time a strong ple 


ai] D 


is being made for increased bacon 
production. There are several rea- 
sons why hogs are especially - im- 
portant in times like these, and the 
following may. be noted? ? 

1—Hogs multiply rapidly and mat- 
ure quickly, so that they offer the 
quickest means of ‘increasing ‘ ‘the 
world’s supply of meat. 4 

2—Hogs produce more meat from 
a given amount of food than any 
other domestic animal. 

Hogs give a greater oweight -of 
dressed carcass in comparison to live 
weight than any other animal. 

The carcass of the hog contains 
more edible meats in proportion to 
bone than that of any other animal. 

5—Pork and baeon contain a large 
proportion of edible fat, which is vit- 
ally needed in the rations of soldiers, 

6—Bacon is perhaps the most com- 
pact form in’ which meat can be 
shipped. 

It will be scen, therefore, that the 
hog is bound to play a very import- 
ant part in rationing our armies and 
those of our allies. 

A point which counts against the 
hog in the eyes of the farmer is the 
fact that in order to finish it it must 
be fed considerable quantities of con- 
centrated food and when concen- 
trates are high in price, .s they are 
at present, the farmer is inclined to 
cut down on his hog production, Ev- 
erything considered, therefore, it 
would secm that the present is an 
opportune time to study very care- 
fully the pessibilities of reducing the 
amount of concentrates in the ration 
of the hog and still provide a fatten- 
ing ration. 

Roots are a soniewhat expensive 
crop to handle, but the advisability 
of growing even _a small patch 
mangels or sugar beets for winter 
hog feeding is well worthy of con- 


sideration, Experience has demon- 
strated that roots can’ be.used ~in 


such a way as to lessen very greatly 
the amount of meal necessary to fat- 
ten hogs. A plan which-has been 
used successfully both at the college 
and on farms throughout. the _pro- 
vince to pulp the roots, moisten the 
pulped roots with hot water and mix 
them with about an equal bulk © of 
dry meal. The — moistened roots 
anoisten the meal and cause it to ad- 
hére to the roots and the whole con- 
stitutes a palatable and satisfactory 
sation for winter feeding. Sugar

Ottawa, April 9.—Parliament. got a 
surprise when, during the debate on W. 
F, Nickle’s notion in respect to heredi- 
tary titles, Sir Robert Borden produced 
an grdér-in-council already passed by 
government and containing most 
radical recommendations to the imperial 
They arefour in number, as 
follows: 

1. No honor or title distinetion, save 
ing those granted in recognition of amili- 
tary service dusting the present war or 
ordinarily bestowed by the ‘sovercign 
propric moto shall be conferred upon a 
subject of his majesty ordinarily resident 
in Canada except w&h the approvalor 
upon the advice of the prime minister of 
Canada, 

2. The government of the United 
Kingdom shall exercise (he same author- 
ity as heretofore in determining the char- 
acter and number of titles or honors te 
be allocated to Canada from time to 
Lime. , 

3. No hereditary title or, honor shall 
hereafter be conferred upon a subject of 
his majesty ordinarily resident in Can- 
adh. 

4. Approximate action shall be taken, 
whether by legislation or otherwise, to 
provide that after a preseribed period no 
title of honor held by a subject of his 
j majesty now or hereafter ordinarily resi- 
!dentin Canada shall be recognized as 
having hereditary effect. 

Sir Robert expressed the belief that it 
was beset with difficulty, and that those 
and the other recommendations made 
would be considered when the Canadian 
ministers are in London this summer, in 
view of his announcement, Sir Robert 
suggested that M¥.
